57 Qur Majeſty hath had ſo long and ſo deare experi» 
Nl ; ence of the wad ag ha 5 i and oppreſſ 
ons of thoſe: Rebels ar: Weſtminſter ,. whocall 
themſclves.a Parliament, that wee need not lay 
' before your Majeſty.,. the evill conſequence of 


their pernicious praQtiſes, or ſtrive with farre fetcht Oratory,ts 


diſſe their divelliſh devices; we therefore ſhall procced in all 


. humbleneſle, proſtrating our ſelves at your Majclties feet, to 


implore'ybur gracious acceptance and conſideration, of theſe 


following Propoſitions, which weknow will prove molt pro» 


firable to your Majeſty, your poſterity and fnends. 

'- Firſt, le humbly defire your Majefty to call to minde that 
the Rebels (by the permiſſon, of God for the ſins of this Nati» 
on) having overcome & ſubdued your forces, 8 having boughe 
your perſon'of the Scots; notwithſtanding that by their Cove» 
nant they had ſolemnly proteſted, that they took not up Armes 
zeainſt your Majeſty, or in contempt of your juſt power, bat to 
redeeme you out of their hands, who were Yours and the King= 
domes enemies ; and-that done to:clevate your throne mucfx 


higher then all your anceſtors - and tomake you the moſt greae - 


and glorious Prince in the world ; yet when they had atchieved 
their intentions, had quite beaten your friends, and had-your 
pom at their owne diſpoſing , they quite forgot what they 

dſo ſolemnly proteſted; and inſtead thereof became. ſtudieus 
which way to put your Majeſty from all your Priviledges and 
poſſeſſions, toalter the fundamentail Lawes of the Land, and to 
ſetup aperfeR Anarchy. |

a ſudden became- ſenſible of- theirowne wretched «ſtate ,, and 
withall reſolure'to hazard their" tives for-the regayning of their 
Kbertics , your Majcſtics ſubjeAs && Kenr, beginning the firſt e- 
xample, and nowatpreſent the whole Nation, being all upon 
riſing: neither did ic-pleaſe God,that.only upon the Land theſe 
bloady Rebels ſhouldfind urwonted oppeſitipn. bur alſo upon 
the Sea , in regard your Majefties beſt Ships (formerly in their 
 paſfeſſienYare revolted from them: your Majeſties ſonne, his 
Highinefſe the Duke of Yorke, and alſo your Majeſties ſabjes 
of Scotland, being now entred into-England, for the ſervice of 
your Majefty with a great Army bork of horſe and foot, who 
are now already joyned:with other yourſubjedts in the North:

We therefore humbly beſeech your Majeſty -to behold: this 
their forced ſubmiſſion , withafterne and rigid eye, and to e- 
ſteeme of them no otherwiſe , but as men beaten to.a'T R E A> 
THE, yours and the Kingdomes implacable Enemies., and 


_ therefore urterly nncapable of any truſt for the future. 


Secondly, we beſcech your Majeſty ſo to reſpe& your owne 
Perſon, and the glory of your fame , asnot to ſuffer your (elfe 
tobe brought up to London as a Pageant., a May-game for the 
SeAaries to behold and laugh at, and then-to be returned back 
to your Cell, and to be cloyſtered-up more rifle then before ; 
forlet your Majefty know that the Cittizens of London have 
already agreed, that in caſe your Majeſty ſhall not make up an 
agreement with the Rebells , they will nor ſecure your per» 
ſon from them, bur will deliver you. up to be againe diſpoſed 
of according to their wiſdomes { their very words ) the nature 
of their diſpoſall we know your Majeſty cannot but imagine. 

Toprevent the manner of which. Tyrannicall mock Treaty , 
we humbly beſeech your Majeſty (ſince they mult be conſtrai- 
ned tocome to compoſition will they nill they.) beforeyouaf- 
ſure them that you deigne to treat , to have the Militia, and 
'Navy (we meane thoſe that have not yet declared for you ) re- 
ftored unto your command , new Officers Choſen , whom you 
by the advice of your friends ſhall nominate, and they anew to 
take the Oath of Alegeance and ſupremacy , that fo your Maje- 
ty may Freate with fafety , and like your ſelfe , and not be 
as you have beene hicherto., a mock andderiſion to your ene- 
mics, who fat themſelves with yours, and yeur Subjefts ruines.

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© Thirdly, chat ere your 1ajefty condiſcend to treat, you will 
pleafe , thar your Wife our I , and moſt praci- 
ous Queene Harp, your fonne his highnefſe the Prince of 
wales”, and the reſt of your Loyall friends beyond the Seas, 
who have this matiy yeares beene kept from the injoyment of 
their owne by the perfidiouſneſle of the Rebells at Weſtminſter, 
and to the immortal infamy of this Nation have been ſuffered to

F » that all thoſe who have ſarvived the ;fury of the 
Rebels, aſwell the Lords ſpirituall (who contrary to the Funda- 
mentall Lawes of the Land , were outcd the houſe, and their 
voyce in Parliament taken away) as the Lords temporall , and 
theſe loyall ones of the Communalty , who either deſerted 
the Rebels, as foreſeeing their intents, or were violently expul- 
ſed for denying to joine with them in their treaſonable and de- 
Rructive tmndertakings,may be reſtored to their places in Parlia- 
ment;that ſo your Majeſty may not be expoſed to the inevitable 
inconveniences, that will clſe affaredly happen , or be deſtitute 
of a party equivolent to the Rebells , that ſo in caſe ( which if 
any attempt with fafety can performe ſhall be ſurely effected ) 
that the Treaty ſhould not be prevalent , your Majeſty may be 
in a condition to diffolve this old Rebellious (and indeed onely 
by name, and not in ſubſtance) Parliament, and may according 
ro your wonted power, command the convening of another, 
Who may dedare all their miſchievous Orders null and voyd, 
nd reſtore this Kingdome to its ancient and excellent forme of 
Government. 

Theſeour defires being ſo conſonant to your Majeſties, and 
this Kingdomes happmeſle , as that without the punAuall per 
formance of them, neither your Majeſty, or this Kingdome can 
expet ary future tranqmlicy, bur ftill to be involved in Yome- 
Tiquedebates, and never dying miſcries, ſo long as thereſhalbe 
two in a famnily,or till England become another Go/gorhe: wee 
befeech year Myjcty to take into your ſerious hg)

AN ORDINANCE OF THE LORDS, 
K nights, Gemtry, and Commons of England, now in Arms, for 
the redemption of bis CMajeſfty ont of Priſon , and the recover 
of their LaWes and Liberties, and to bring the Rebels at W, #.

vV V Hereas wee have formdby may yeares experience, 
that thofe at Weſtminſter {who fre and vote withunc 
kis Majeſties aſſent , and whom he hath proclaymed to bee Re- 
bels and Traytorsto his Crowne and Digailty , as appeares by 
many Declarations yet extant.) have convened. and aſſembled 
themſelves together, under pretence to reforme abaſes, and yet 
permitall maner of enormities, and tolerate all maner of mur- 
thers, maſkacres, plunders, and outrages , tothe apparant mine- 
and inevitable deſtru@ion of the Nation (if not timely prevent-= 
ed) We the Lords, Knights, and Genfdlemen .\.now in Armes 
for the redemption of his Majeſtics perſon oncof captivity, and 
for the recovery of our Lawes and Liberties, doe order and or- 
dayne, That from henceforth the Rebels at Weſtminſter, who: 
audacioully call.themſclves a Parliament, ſhall no more bee di- 
Ringuiſhed by that name , but tearmed on all occaſionsby the 
fit and due epithites of Traytors, Rebels, and deſtroyers of their 
Nation and Country : and we doe heereby deeree and ordaine, 
and be it ordainedanddecreed,by the King our Soveraign Lord, 
the Lords, Knights, Gentry. and Commons. now in Armes, for 
the parchaſing of thieirleſt freedomes + that whoſoever ſhall 
Joine or yeeld aſfance to thoſe pemicions and bloud-fackiog:

garments be againe worne by the Miniſters and Curates : and 
that his Ma relly be prayed for, his Queene, Poſterity, and well- 
wiſhers in all Congregations.
